resolution may be cited as the “Contract No. DCKA-2022-C-0071 with American Traffic 20 

Solutions, Inc. d/b/a Verra Mobility Emergency Approval Resolution of 2023.” 21 

 Sec. 2. (a)   The Office of Contracting and Procurement, on behalf of the District 22 

Department of Transportation, proposes to enter into a multiyear contract with American Traffic 23 

Solutions, Inc. d/b/a Verra Mobility to provide leased portable and stationary traffic enforcement 24 

systems. 25 

  (b)   The not-to-exceed price for the term of this multiyear contract with American 26
